BKDTJCDfG CROSSING DAGGERS. 
So large a proportion of the acci- 


dents at railroad crossings are the re- 
sult of carelessness or the •» llllngnoss 
of people to take chances ot beating 
trains across, that injuries and deaths 
from this causo could be almost en- 
titely eliminated it the proper precau- 
tions wore taken. But they aro not 
taken and tho toll oE life and limb 
continues from year to year. In fact, 
*he tendency Is toward an increase In- 
atead of & decrease since th& automo- 
bile has become so large a factor in 
transportation. 


Certain rules have been evolved out 


of a long and costly experience which, 
IT strictly observed by every parson 
,-who approaches a grado crossing, 
would save hundreds of lives needless- 
ly aacrifled. But these rules, like the 
Titles about pointing firearms, hanfi- 
Hng explosives, starting fires with 
kerosene, plcliln up electric wires, and 
other known dangers aro wilfully dis- 
regarded. 
How to Induce people to exercise 


more care at railroad crossings Is a 
problem to which railroad meo havo 
given mur:h thought but with only 
partial success. Despite all tho warn- 
ings of previous aerliyus accidents, 
signs and other moans employed to 
direct attention to fhe dangers, peo- 
pl» and particularly drivers of auto- 
mobiles, T.1U persist In taKing risks. 
The erection of crossing gates does not 
in all instances prevent accidents. Ps- 
destrians have frequently been known 
to crawl under or go around a closed- 
gate *nd drivers ot automobiles, Im- 
patient .at being detained, havo .been 
known to crash through the safety de- 
tir.o with utter ^disregard of the con- 
sequonces whlcn 'have at times been 
fatal. 
This being ttxe situation with re- 


sjject to the habits of people and their 
attltudo toward grade crossings the 
'railroads lave joined In a campaign 
t» brinKxtnoro .prominently Into pub- 
lic notice tho dangers, involved in pcr- 
alateat carelessness. An''effort will be 
made during this campaign to Impress 
people with tho responsibility resting 
upon them to Icisen. the loss of hu- 
man life by tho very simple expedient 
of exerciaizig ordinary prudence and 
common sense through loCosing to 
disregard tho dangers at crossings. 
IChat, aftfir all, Is tho solution of tho 
grade crossing problem which must b0 
applied until the menace Is still more 
completely eliminated through tho re- 
moval of such crossings. This Is mak- 
-^ugr »lo* progress throughout the state 
"and will eventually be an accomplished 
Sftct but meantime Individuals can, If 
tiey will, do much to prevent further 


sacrifice of llfo and limb.

em' represontatlvofi in any bitumin- 
ous coal producing dletrict to con- 
sitter uny kind of proposition which 
might be incoriporatod 
into a now 


wage contract.

Dfitolals of tho Unltod Mluo Workers 
of America have asserted and reltor- 
atwd thut tho MtumJnous coal oper- 
ators of tho country will not moot the 
miners' representatives 
in 
a Joint 


conforouco for tho purpose of trying 
to negotiate a now wage agreement. 
No on» knows bettor than the official 
leaders of tho United Mine Workem 
that tho American poopio are being 
dolliberat&'ly deceived by tho state- 
ment and propaganda of Lha miners' 
representatives.
